They were armed by 
two revolvers and n sawed-off shot- 
giin and the first man to enter firod 
blB gun: LevandOBkl'a niece, who 
In the room when the holdup men 
entered, screamed for help and at- 
tompted to run. The bandits stopped 
her at the rol"t of a gun. 

Her undo, who' was In the base- 
ment at the time, rushed upstairs 
and was met by one of tho armed 
men who forced him to hold up his 
hands. Tho thieves then took $39 
from the cash register and while one 
held Levandoskl and his niece at bay, 
Iho other two carried out two slot 
slot machines. 

The trio then jumped In their car 
and disappeared In tho dark. Levan- 
.doski notified tho Kenosha county 
authorities at once and a search was 
started. Tho car of tho bandits was 
believed to have botn seen going 
through Antloch shortly after the

the murdej^ 

Max Wolner, U year old real estate 
doalor nnd former head of, a butch- 
era* labor union, was taken yesterday 
by policemen who wore detailed to 
solve the mystery soon after tho 
body of the murdered girl was found 
by Antloch firemen the night of 
March 8. Tho officers acted under 
orders from Patrick Roche, investi- 
gator for State's Attorney Swanson 
of Cook county, who has worked with 
Col. A. V. Smith, Lake county State's 
Attorney, in the effort to clear up the 

mystery. 

Second Man Is Sought 

Roche declared that a second man 
was being hunted. That was as far 
as he would discuss the case. 

Col Smith refused to enter Into 
any details. 'Tubllclty at this time 
would be harmful In the solution- of 
this murder," the prosecutor declar- 

od. 

Col. smith. It was loarned, gave 
tho Information to'pick up Welnor to 
Roche. Patrolmen David Levine and 
Julius Slogan found him at his home. 
Weiner has denied that ho knows 
anything about tho slaying, accord- 
ing to inCormallon from Chicago. 

Though the real motive of the 
•torch murder was not determined, It 
was hinted at the timo tho torso was 
foimd. that the woman was evidently 
killed In Chicago by gangsters with 
whom she associated. The front part 
of the skull, the arms and logs wore 
severed from the body by a butcher's 
cleaver and then the body was 
brought to tho cottage at Deep Lake 
and the place was set on lire. 

The cottage was owned by Henning 
Johnson, who was away with his 
family at tho time of the lire. B. W. 
O'Toole, a Chicago advertising man, 
had occupied tho place tho summer 
previous and Batoned the authorities 
■ that ho had not been at tho place 
after last December. 
^ A set of keys found near tho scene 
ol tho nro In March led to tho raid 
by tho Chicago police on tho hutch- 
ere' union hoadauartora at 3607 
Roosevelt road, Chicago. Tho mys- 
tery of tho raid remained unexplain- 
ed even after tho arrest of Wolner

but It being beyond the power of the 
sheriff to deviate from the mode of 
punishment prescribed In the sentence
